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Disappearing Salmon 
The operation was successful, but the patient 
died. That seems to be about the attitude of the 
salmon canners in Alaska toward the fish trap, 


which E. L. Bartlett, the territory's Delegate in

The pink salmon season in Southeast Alaska 
has just opened and reports from Juneau are 
that the results are spotty. Last year the failure 
of the red or sockeye salmon catch brought the 
most disastrous season on record. The Alaska 
pack of canned salmon has declined from $97,- 
000,000 to $58,000,000 in the past five years. 

This is the greatest supply of salmon in the 
world, and nine tenths of the salmon on Amer- 
ica’s dinner tables come from it. What is causing 
its decline? 

Alaska Salmon Industry, Inc., an association 
of 50 companies including Libby, MeNeil & 
Libby and the Great Atlantic and Pacific Tea 
Co., holds that the salmon trap—which accounts 
for 40 per cent of the annual cateh—has nothing 
to do with it. Every Territorial Legislature for 
20 years, Democratic or Republican, has memo- 
rialized Congress for permission to ban fish 
traps on the ground that they exhaust fish-life. 
But Salmon Industry’s managing director, W. C. 
Arnold, says with blunt Gallousness, “‘As long as 
we have 40,000,000.to 100,000,000 fish they are 
going to be-caught even if people have to dive 
for them ee fi 

As long as the Alaska.salmon is hunted with- 
out concern for the future, the supply may con- 
tinue to dwindle,’ i a wonderful natural re- 
source will be threatened with serious depletion.

If it were not for the necessity of clearing 
some private property, everybody in the St. 
Louis area would be jubilant over the State 
Highway Commission’s final decision on routes 
for the Daniel Boone and Mark Twain express- 
ways. After all, the area needs these trafficways 
and they will be largely a gift from state and 
federal funds. 

The Boone route, however, will require the 
taking of about 300 homes in the city and about 
200 in the county to provide a right-of-way. The 
Twain highway, farther north, will compel evacu- 
ation of 800 city homes and some others in the 
county. Though the choice of the two routes will 
affect as few homes as possible, consistent with 
a logical highway pattern, still nobody wants to 
be moved out. There is always opposition to any 
route.

Haluska and the trustees then 
asked the court to hold the 
doctors in contempt of court be- 
‘cause “their contemptuous re- 
marks and insults to the board 
and to your honorable court re- 
veal an arrogant disregard of 
the medical staff for law and 
order.” 

Haluska said the doctors of- 
fered to pay him a year’s salary 
if he quit. 

That is where the matter 
stood when. the hospital’s board 
of trustees met last night. 

The resolution declared the 
medical staff shall have the op- 
portunity to care for any pati- 
ents they now have in the hos- 
pital, any that may be admitted 
until Aug. 1, or in case of any 
emergency.

OR COFFEE IS 


N a hot evening, after a 
hotter day, appetites need 
to be tempted. A salad-and- 
sandwich meal accompanied by 
tall glasses of iced tea or coffee 
may—when it is served attrac- 
tively—be particularly satisfying. 

Of course, the salad itself 
should be hearty. The main in- 
gredient may be canned salmon 
or tuna. The color, the dis- 
tinctive flavor and the firm tex- 
ture of canned salmon particu- 
larly made it a very pop- 
ular staple.
